Was  not  a reflection^  brighter  than  Immediate  stars.  Planet  Mars  Just  to  West  and 
directly  to  the  East  a rather  brlgh*^  star;  other  star  determined  to  be  Arcturus. 
Object  vas  much  brighter  than  Arcturus,  had  a twinkle,  vent  rather  slowly,  about 
173  degrees  North  to  South,  then  disappeared  very  fast  at  a very  large  speed* 

Thought  at  first  It  was  a satellite  and  wondering  vhich  satellite,  maybe ^

would  be ~mbst  ha]^y  to  fill  cut  a form,  he  reported  It  only  to  the  Air  Force  because 
he  vas  afraid  of  ridicule,  he  cannot  esiplaln  It  but  Is  sure  that  somebody  else 
vho  works  in  a different  field  on  this  subject  could  explain  It.  Traveled  in  a 
great  circle,  niore  like  Arcturus  In  color  than  Mars,  but  more  blulsh-vhlte.  Observed 
for  approximately  four  minutes,  at  about  3^  minutes  It  took  a sudden  manuever,  then 
climbed  up  and  out  of  sight  but  It  took  a sudden  move  to  the  East*  The  light  got 
smalbr  and  smaller  till  It  seemed  to  go  out,  thou^t  maybe  It  vas  part  of  a very 
steep  rate  of  climb,  which  vas  rather  hlgjhi  perhaps  It  vas  an  optical  illusion* 


Object  vas  In  the  sky  directly  overhead  at  90  degrees  when  first  seen*  Went, down 
to  30  degrees  azimuth  before  starting  a climb,  173  degrees  is  the  bearing. 

Covered  about  60  degrees  of  the  sky,  saw  no  other  object  and  It  i^as  an  exceptionally 
clear  nl£^t,  do  not  recall  It  going  In  front  of  any  stars,  Just  about  a hand’s 
width  vas  the  distance  that  the  object  crossed,  ten  to  fifteen  degrees. 


suggested  that  It  ml^t  have  been  a burnout,  however,  a burnout  would 
be  coming  in  and  down*  Time  was  101^  local.  Object  going  slightly  NW  to  SE,  bujr 
almost  due  South*  It  looked  like  It  vas  making  Its  own  ll^t.
